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Ipreface. 


While  this  book  has  been  prepared  with  special  reference  to  the  requirements  of 
the  Services  contained  in  The  Ckjmmon  Order  of  Morning  Worship,  it  is  hoped  that 
it  may  prove  valuable  to  those  who  do  not  make  use  of  The  Common  Order.  With  the 
exception  of  The  Offertory,  the  arrangement  of  the  book  follows  that  of  the  Services 
for  which  it  was  designed. 

The  Editor  is  greatly  indebted  to  the  Musical  Critics,  whose  names  appear  on  the 
title  page,  and  without  whose  aid  the  book  could  not  have  been  prepared.  Prof.  B. 
C.  Blodgett  and  Rev.  Edwin  P.  Parker  have  made  contributions,  some  of  which  were 
written  for  this  work,  as  were  several  of  those  contributed  by  Mr.  Sleeper.  Rev.  Charles 
L.  Hutchins,  D.  D.,  editor  of  Parish  Choir,  has  very  generously  permitted  the  use  of 
the  publications  of  that  press.  Nearly  all  of  the  Chief  Morning  Anthems  in  the  book 
are  by  that  permission,  and  the  Supplementary  List,  at  the  close  of  the  book,  which 
has  been  compiled  with  great  labor  and  care  by  Mr.  Sleeper,  is  wholly  made  up  from 
the  issues  of  the  Parish  Choir.  The  work  done  by  Mr.  Hutchins  in  the  interest  of 
church  music,  through  his  publications,  deserves  the  thanks  of  all  who  have  that 
interest  at  heart. 

Kindly  permission  has  been  given  by  others  to  make  use  of  music  which  has 
appeared  in  works  issued  by  them. 

Much  of  the  material  which  appears  in  this  Common  Order  Choir  Book,  is  covered 
either  by  the  copyright  of  this  book  or  by  special  copyrights  of  authors  or  publishers. 
It  has  been  the  aim  of  the  Editor  to  furnish  mainly  such  music  as  will  come  within 
the  ability  of  the  average  non-professional  choir.  It  would  manifestly  be  impossible 
to  supply  in  any  one  work  a  sufficient  number  of  anthems  to  meet  the  demands  of  a 
choir  made  up  of  professional  singers,  though  some  of  those  presented  here  will 
command  professional  ability,  and  still  more  of  those  contained  in  the  supplementary 
list  are  selected  with  reference  to  such  need. 

The  comparative  disuse  of  the  Chant  in  many  churches  is  to  be  deeply  regretted;  its 
restoration  should  be  the  aim  of  all  promoters  of  public  worship. 

Choirs  not  accustomed  to  chanting  may  acquire  facility  by  observing  a  few  rules. 

The  Chant  consists  of  a  recitation  with  an  accent,  and  of  a  cadence.  The  recitation 
and  accent  occupy  one  measure — the  cadence  occupies  two  or  three  measures. 

Recite  with  the  ordinary  rapidity  of  distinct  pronunciation  until  the  syllable  is 
reached  over  which  is  placed  the  accent.  Count  the  time  of  the  measure  from  this  sylla- 
ble forward,  giving  to  this  syllable  from  the  remaining  syllables  of  the  measure,  suffi- 
cient time  to  strongly  mark  its  prominence  over  them.  Sing  the  cadence  through 
in  regular  time.  Observe  that,  when  more  than  two  syllables  are  given  to  a  single 
measure  of  the  cadence,  a  dot  between  the  syllables  shows  how  many  are  to  be  sung  to 
each  note.  When  there  is  only  one  syllable  to  a  measure,  it  occupies  the  time  of  that 
measure,  and  is  sung  to  the  note  under  which  it  is  placed.  The  words  of  the  Chant  are 
divided  by  bars  corresponding  to  the  measures  of  the  Chant.  Observe  punctuation 
marks  as  in  reading. 

The  Chant  subordinates  music  to  words,  and  renders  the  words  impressive  by  musi- 
cal tones.  The  Choir  should  practice  pronunciation  until  the  Congregation  can  profit 
fully  by  the  sentiments  of  the  text.  Let  special  distinctness  be  given  to  the  vowel 
sounds.    Distinctness  of  utterance  can  hardly  receive  too  much  emphasis.

Note. — To  use  a  chant  antiphonally,  let  the  minister  repeat  and  the  choir  sing,  alternately,  the 
sentences  as  arranged,  observing  that,  in  some  chants,  a  sentence  covers  but  one  recitation  with  its 
cadence,  while  in  others  a  sentence  covers  two  recitations  and  their  cadences. 

The  same  antiphoual  use  may  be  between  two  choirs  singing,  or  between  a  congregation  and  a 
choir,  the  one  singing  and  the  other  repeating  or  singing.

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H  preface  wUb  Sugoestions  to  pastors 


The  services  here  presented  are  the  result  of  se- 
rious study  and  thought,  on  the  subject  of  public  wor- 
ship, begun  eighteen  years  ago,  in  the  course  of 
which  I  have  given  attention  to  numerous  ancient 
liturgies  of  the  Catholic  Church  and  have  ex- 
amined all  the  leading  Protestant  liturgies  and  many 
of  the  books  of  worship  put  forth  by  pastors  of  non- 
liturgical  churches.  By  these  investigations  I  have 
been  confirmed  in  the  conviction,  that  the  present 
movement,  in  these  last  churches,  towards  liturgical 
forms  will  not  reach  its  purpose  by  the  imitation  of 
any  existing  liturgy.  Its  aim  can  only  be  reached 
by  means  of  a  teachable  spirit,  which  merges  indi- 
vidual prejudices  in  a  reverent  appreciation  of  all 
that  the  church  has  prized  in  the  past,  and  in  a  read- 
iness to  adopt  suggestions  from  her  best  experiences, 
while  it  is  free  to  mould  the  elements  of  worship, 
which  come  to  us  from  manifold  sources,  into  a  litur- 
gy which  expresses  the  deepest  and  richest  expe- 
riences of  Protestant  Christianity  in  its  life  of  to- 
day. 

These  services  are  the  outcome  of  such  studies  and 
of  this  conviction.  In  their  fullest  form  they  pre- 
sent, as  nearly  as  may  be,  my  ideal  of  protestant 
worship,  so  far  as  that  ideal  is  attainable  under 
present  conditions. 

The  presentation  of  five  orders  is  prompted  by  the 
need  of  adaption  of  services  to  churches  in  differing 
stages  of  liturgical  advancement.  They  have  been 
prepared  on  a  single  basis,  or  a  common  order,  be- 
lieved to  represent  the  natural  progress  of  thought 
and  feeling  in  worship.  This  common  order  and 
the  recurrence  of  the  same  elements  in  the  different 
services  constitute  their  approach  to  a  uniformity, 
which,  for  various  reasons,  is  not  now  attainable,  but 
may  be  promoted  by  placing  in  the  hands  of  congre- 
gations a  series,  in  which  one  order  is  carried  through 
all  the  numbers,  while  each  successive  number  in- 
troduces new  features. 
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The  educational  value  of  such  a  series  is  manifest. 
While  each  church  provisionally  adopts  that  ser- 
vice which  is  best  suited  to  its  needs,  the  series 
offers  to  a  growing  sentiment  of  worship  additional 
means  of  expression. 

Attention  is  particularly  requested  to  the  follow- 
ing features;: 

The  services  are  arranged  with  reference  to  a 
natural  progress  of  thought  and  feeling  towards  a 
climax  in  the  Pastoral  Prayer  or  Prayers  and  the 
following  Doxology. 

(1)  The  Period  of  Preparation  for  Worship  ex- 
tends from  the  opening  Organ  Meditation  to  the  close 
nf  the  Lord's  Prayer.  (2)  The  Period  of  more  Im- 
passioned Worship  extends  from  the  close  of  the 
Lord's  Prayer  to  the  close  of  the  Pastoral  Prayer, 
each  element  heightening  the  spirit  of  worship  until 
the  climax  is  reached  in  the  Doxology  from  Rev. 
7:12.  (3)  The  remainder  of  the  service  belongs  to 
the  sermon  and  the  dismissal  of  the  congregation. 

The  Impression  of  Length  occasioned  by  seeing 
the  elements  printed  is  misleading.  Service  No.  5 
is  easily  included  in  the  one  and  one-half  hour  with 
a  sermon  of  thirty  to  forty  minutes. 

The  services  aim  to  secure  Audiable  Participation 
of  the  congregation  in  worship  by  responses,  as  far 
as  possible  under  diverse  degrees  of  readiness  on  the 
part  of  the  people.  In  this  matter  experience  and 
observation  assure  me  that  whenever  the  service 
is  judiciously  chosen,  the  people  are  more  ready  to 
do  their  part  than  pastors  are  to  trust  them.  In  this 
respect  I  have  never  been  disappointed,  but  have 
been  surprised  at  the  heartiness  and  promptness  of 
congregations. 

Some  preparation  is  needed.  It  is  advisable  to  de- 
vote a  mid-week  meeting,  or  other  occasion,  to  a 
careful  exposition  of  the  meaning  and  relation  of 
parts  in  the  service,  and  of  its  whole  spirit,  calling 
attention  to  details  in  the  participation  of  the  people. 

The  same  precautions  should  be  taken  with  the 
choir.  The  pastor  should  go  through  the  service 
with  his  choir  in  private,  rehearsing  with  the  choir 
its  parts  and  insisting  on  promptness  in  coming  in 
on  its  parts,  and  on  their  duty  to  lead  the  congrega- 
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tion  in  its  parts.  In  such  services  the  importance 
of  the  choir  is  greatly  enhanced. 

Emphasis  should  be  placed  on  the  character  of 
Hymns  and  Anthems,  as  required  in  different  parts 
of  the  services. 

The  Hymn  of  Aspiration  should  distinctly  embody 
such  sentiments  as  are  expressed  in  those  hymns,  the 
first  lines  of  which  are  given  in  the  back  part  of  the 
book,  and  the  same  is  true  of  the  Hymn  of  Praise. 
The  Choir  Call  to  Praise  should  second  the  Pastoral 
Call  to  Praise  by  as  distinct  a  call  upon  the  people  to 
praise  God. 

If  a  Church  will  use  a  Processional  Hymn  before 
the  Sentences  it  will  be  best  to  make  it  a  Hymn  of 
Aspiration,  omitting  this  Hymn  from  the  place  pro- 
vided for  it.  The  Hymns  used  in  the  Procession  are 
too  often  unsuited  to  the  opening  of  a  Service. 

The  Chief  Anthems  may  range  from  praise  and 
adoration  through  a  great  variety  of  themes,  to  suit 
the  Minister's  immediate  purpose,  which  will  also 
give  an  undertone  to  the  whole  service  by  means 
of  his  selections. 

There  are  Three  Critical  Points  in  the  services. 

(1)  The  succession  of  parts  which  specially  consti 
tute  the  season  of  praise,  (the  Pastoral  Call  to  Praise, 
the  Choir  Call  to  Praise,  the  Congregational  Hymn 
of  Praise),  will  afford  a  deeper  impression  if  they 
follow  each  other  promptly,  and  without  interrup- 
tion by  giving  out  the  hymn.  For  this  it  is  earnestly 
recommended  that  the  Hymn  of  Praise  be  posted  on 
a  tablet  in  sight  of  the  congregation,  and  to  this  may 
well  be  added  the  Hymn  of  Aspiration.  The  hymn 
before  the  sermon  may  be  given  out,  and  even  read 
by  the  minister. 

(2)  It  would  seem  superfluous  to  emphasize  the 
importance  of  the  Pastoral  Prayer,  and  yet  it  is  to 
be  feared  that  the  almost  exclusive  attention  given 
by  pastors  to  the  preparation  of  their  sermons  often 
blinds  them  to  the  fact  that  this  prayer,  in  which  the 
minister  gathers  up  the  petitions  of  the  people  to 
present  them  to  God,  is  the  great  act  of  the  whole 
service,  and  requires  the  pastor's  best  and  most 
earnest  exercise  of  thought  and  feeling  and  utterence. 

(3)  The  impressions  of  the  service  will  be  greatly 
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enhanced  by  faithful  observance  on  the  part  of  the 
congregation  of  the  prescribed  attitudes.  This  Is 
particularly  true  of  the  close  where  the  congregation, 
still  standing,  engages  for  a  moment  in  silent  prayer 
before  it  is  dismissed  by  an  Organ  Chord.  Rightly  con- 
ducted this  becomes  a  serious  moment  in  the  service. 

Flexibility  and  voluntariness  have  been  consulted 
so  far  as  consistent  vrith  a  definite  spirit  and  a  fixed 
order.  All  the  Hymns,  Responsive  Readings,  Scrip- 
ture Lessons  and  Anthems  are  open  to  choice,  and 
abundant  provision  is  made  for  extemporaneous 
prayer,  while  in  the  few  instances  in  which  fixed 
forms  are  prescribed  a  choice  is  usually  given  be- 
tween alternates.  The  charge  of  sameness  or  of 
bondage  to  fixed  forms  finds  here  but  slight  applica- 
tion. It  is  also  to  be  noted  that  intermediate  ser- 
vices, between  the  five  of  the  series,  may  easily  be 
secured  by  the  introduction  of  some  part  belonging 
to  the  Minister  into  a  lower  number  from  a  higher. 
For  example,  into  a  lower  number  may  be  introduced, 
from  number  three.  The  Pastoral  Call  to  Praise  or 
the  Sentences  or  the  Prayer  of  St.  Chrysostom,  with 
out  disturbing  the  order,  and  therefore  without  lack 
of  uniformity. 

Pastors  who  give  Childrens'  Sermons  may  best 
introduce  them  at  close  of  the  Notices. 

Throughout  this  book  great  care  has  been  taken 
to  refer  to  their  sources  all  prayers  and  petitions, 
which  have  not  been  specially  prepared  for  this  work 
or  for  the  American  Book  of  Church  Services. 

May  one  who  has  devoted  much  time  and  labor  to 
the  preparation  of  these  services  be  pardoned  the 
mention  of  these  details,  and  be  permitted  the  hope 
that  his  labor  will  not  be  without  good  results  in 
the  worship  of  the  churches.

Heal,  O  Lord,  the  diseases  of  thy  people,  and 
in  thy  mercy  visit  us  with  thy  compassions.  Gra- 
ciously perserve  our  land  in  peace  and  strength, 
in  justice  and  quietness,  that  thy  thankful  people 
may  unitedly  strive  for  the  triumph  of  thy  king- 
dom, t  Remember  not.  Lord,  our  offences,  nor 
the  offences  of  our  forefathers ;  neither  take  thou 
vengeance  of  our  sins  :  spare  us,  good  Lord,  spare 
thy  people,  whom  thou  hast  redeemed  by  Christ's 
most  precious  blood,  and  be  not  angry  with  us 
forever.]:  For  thou.  Lord,  art  good,  and  ready 
to  forgive,  and  plenteous  in  mercy  unto  all  them 
that  call  upon  thee ;  and  unto  thy  name  be  praise, 
honor  and  glory  evermore,  in  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord. 

Congregation:  Amen. 

For  Defence  against  Enemies 

O  God,  who  didst  lay  the  foundations  of  this 
nation  in  the  love  of  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord,  we 
beseech  thee  evermore  to  keep  us  in  his  love.  And 
as  in  time  past  thou  hast  been  our  defence,  so  in 
the  time  to  come  do  thou  deliver  us  from  all  our 
enemies.  Especially  yve  pray  thee  to  save  us 
from  the  perils  of  ignorance  and  unbelief,  of  ir- 
reverence and  lawlessness,  of  trust  in  worldly 
wealth  or  power,  and  to  make  us  always  mindful 
of  our  dependence  on  thee ;  for  thou,  O  Lord,  art 
the  rock  of  our  strength,  and  thee  only  would 
we  worship,  in  Jesus  Christ  our  Redeemer. 

Congregation:  Amen.

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When  the  Lord's  Supper  is  celebrated  the  usual 
order  of  worship  in  each  church  may  be  followed 
until  the  place  of  the  Sermon  is  reached,  care 
being  taken  to  select  such  Hymns,  Anthems  and 
Scripture  as  may  be  suitable  to  the  coming  Cele- 
bration; and,  after  such  discourse  as  the  Minister 
will  hold  is  finished,  the  Rite  of  Baptism  may  be 
Administered  and  Members  may  be  Received  into 
the  Church,  and  the  Communion  may  follow. 

Special  Music  for  the  Celebration  will  be  found  on 
the  last  pages  of  the  Choir  Book,  and  appropriate 
Anthems  occur  among  the  Chief  Morning  Anthems. 

But  if  the  Church  will  adopt  the  following  form, 
which  has  been  prepared  with  special  reference 
to  ancient  usage,  it  will  be  convenient  to  include 
in  a  brief  Pastoral  Prayer  thanks  and  petitions 
which  seem  to  the  Minister  needful  and  are  not 
provided  for  in  the  special  Communion  Service, 
omitting  the  Prayer  of  St.  Chrysostom  and  the 
following  Doxology;  and  after  the  Congregational 
Hymn,  a  brief  discourse  may  be  held,  if  this  seems 
best,  or,  omitting  the  discourse,  the  Minister  may 
proceed  to  the  Administration  of  Baptism  and  the 
Reception  of  Members,  and  then  let  the  Minister 
give: 

THE  INVITATION  TO  THE  COMMUNION 
[Congregation  stands] 
in  the  customary  form,  or  in  the  words  following: 
Dearly  beloved  in  the  Lord,  ye  who  mind  to 
come  to  the  holy  communion  of  the  body  and 
blood  of  our  Saviour  Christ,  must  consider  how 
Saint  Paul  exhorteth  all  persons  diligently  to  try 
and  examine  themselves,  before  they  presume  to 
eat  of  that  bread,  and  drink  of  that  cup.    For  as 
the  benefit  is  great,  if  with  a  true  penitent  heart 
and  lively  faith  we  receive  that  holy  sacrament; 
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SO  is  the  danger  great,  if  we  receive  the  same  un- 
worthily. Judge  therefore  yourselves,  brethren, 
that  ye  be  not  judged  of  the  Lord;  repent  ye 
truly  for  your  sins  past ;  have  a  lively  and  stead- 
fast faith  in  Christ  our  Saviour ;  amend  your 
lives,  and  be  in  perfect  charity  with  all  men ;  so 
shall  ye  be  meet  partakers  of  those  holy  mys- 
teries. 

Ye  who  do  truly  and  earnestly  repent  you  of 
your  sins,  and  are  in  love  and  charity  with  your 
neighbors,  and  intend  to  lead  a  new  life,  follow- 
ing the  commandments  of  God,  and  walking  from 
henceforth  in  his  holy  ways ;  draw  near  with 
faith,  and  take  this  holy  sacrament  to  your  com- 
fort.* 

Minister:  Let  us  pray. 

Here  the  Minister  may  offer  a 
PRAYER  OF  PREPARATION, 
[Congreg-ation  kneels  or  sits  with  bowed  heads  until 
the  close  of  the  Intercessory  Prayer.] 
in  his  own  words  or  as  follows: 
O  God,  our  Father,  who  in  thy  great  love  to 
man  didst  send  thy  Son  into  the  world,  to  bring 
back  the  wandering  sheep,  turn  not  away  thy 
face  from  us,t  but  cleanse  us,  O  Lord,  from  our 
secret  faults,  and  mercifully  forgive  our  pre- 
sumptuous sins,  that  we  may  receive  thy  holy 
things  with  a  pure  mind;  through  Jesus  Christ 
our  Lord.  I 

Congregatioin:  Amen. 
Minister:  Our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  saith : 
Come  unto  me,  all  ye  that  labor  and  are  heavy 
laden,  and  I  will  give  you  rest.    M at.  1 1  -.28. 
Hear  also  these  words  of  comfort : 
God  so  loved  the  world,  that  he  gave  his  only 
begotten  Son,  that  whosoever  believeth  on  him

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should  not  perish,  but  have  eternal  life.  John

Faithful  is  the  saying  and  worthy  of  all  accep- 
tation, that  Christ  Jesus  came  into  the  world  to 
save  sinners.

Minister:  The  Lord  be  with  you. 

Co)igrcgatioii:  And  with  thy  spirit. 

Minister:  Lift  up  your  hearts. 

Congregation:  We  lift  them  up  unto  the  Lord. 

Minister:  Let  us  give  thanks  unto  our  Lord 
God. 

Congregation:  It  is  meet  and  right  so  to  do. 

Minister:  Ic  is  meet,  right,  and  our  duty,  to 
praise  Thee,  bless  Thee,  and  adore  Thee ;  O 
Lord  God,  Heavenly  Father ;  who  hast  given 
thine  only  Son,  Jesus  Christ,  to  be  born  of  our 
flesh,  and  suffer  death  for  us,  and  rise  again 
from  the  dead,  and  ascend  into  heaven,  and  be- 
stow on  us  the  Holy  Spirit,  the  promised  Com- 
forter. 

Minister  and  Congregation:  Therefore  with 
Angels  and  Archangels,'  and  with  all  the  com- 
pany of  heaven,  we  laud  and  magnify  thy  glori- 
ous name;  evermore  praising  thee,  and  saying: 
Choir  or  Minister  and  Congregation:  Holy,  holy, 

holy,  Lord  God  of  hosts. 
Heaven  and  earth  are  full  of  thy  glory: 
Glory  be  to  thee,  O  Lord  most  high.  Amen. 

Then  let  the  Minister  offer  Prayers,  of  which  the  fol- 
lowing examples  are  in  accord  with  ancient  usage 
at  the  Table  of  the  Lord. 

The  Intercessory  Prayer. 

We  pray  thee,  O  merciful  God,  that  thou  wilt 
make  us  worthily  to  eat  of  the  bread  and  drink 
of  the  cup  which  our  divine  Lord  prepares  for 
us,  to  the  sanctification  of  our  bodies,  minds,  and 
spirits ;  that  being  made  one  with  each  other  and 
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with  him,  we  may  have  part  in  the  inheritance 
with  thy  saints,  who  in  all  ages  have  been  pleas- 
ing unto  thee. 

Congregation:  Amen. 

We  beseech  thee  graciously  to  remember  thy 
holy  church  throughout  the  world,  the  people 
whom  thou  hast  purchased  with  the  precious 
blood  of  thine  Anointed. 

Congregation:  Amen. 

Give  to  the  pastors  of  thy  flock  that  they  may 
worthily  minister,  watching  over  those  who  are 
committed  to  them,  feeding  them  with  the  word 
of  thy  truth,  comforting  them  in  thy  grace,  and 
leading  them  in  ways  of  safety.  Grant  unto 
them  health  of  body  and  of  mind,  with  the 
abundant  strengthening  of  thy  Spirit ;  sustain 
them  with  thy  patience ;  and,  after  this  life,  bring 
them,  with  those  to  whom  they  minister,  into 
the  place  prepared  for  them  by  the  great  Shep- 
herd of  the  sheep. 

Congregation:  Amen. 

Give  also  to  thy  people  that,  honoring  those 
whom  thou  hast  placed  over  them,  they  may  duti- 
fully receive  thy  commandments,  seeking  the 
peace  of  thy  church  and  the  triumph  of  thy  king- 
dom. 

Congregation:  Amen. 

Remember,  Lord,  those  who  are  in  affliction  ; 
deliver  those  who  are  tempted ;  restore  those  who 
have  fallen ;  and  succor  those  who  are  soon  to 
depart  this  earthly  life. 

Congregation:  Amen. 

Watch  over  the  lambs  of  thy  flock ;  suffer  them 
not  to  be  parted  'from  thy  fold,  but  so  work  in 
the  hearts  of  the  children  that  they  may  be 
worthy  citizens  of  thy  spiritual  kingdom. 

Congregation:  Amen. 
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Be  gracious,  Lord,  to  missionaries  of  the  cross, 
and  to  all  Christian  laborers  and  dispensers  of 
thy  temporal  or  spiritual  bounty,  that  they  may 
not  be  easily  discouraged,  nor  fall  a  prey  to  per- 
secutions or  any  adversities,  but  may  triumphantly 
fulfil  the  charge  thou  committest  unto  them. 

Congregation:  Amen. 

Give  peace  in  the  hearts  of  thy  loved  ones,  O 
Lord ;  give  peace  in  thy  whole  church ;  give  peace 
in  all  the  world.  O  King  of  Peace,  give  us  thy 
peace. 

To  thee,  O  Father,  and  to  the  blessed  Spirit, 
we  render  praise  in  Jesus  Christ,  our  ever  living 
Lord  and  Intercessor.* 

Congregation:  Amen. 

Here  May  Be  Sung  the  Doxology,  Rev.  5:12,  provided 
in  the  Choir  Book  for  the  close  of  the  Intercessory 
Prayer. 

After  the  Prayers  let  the  Minister  recite 
THE  INSTITUTION. 

Dearly  beloved,  in  the  night  in  which  he  was 
betrayed,  our  Lord,  being  with  his  disciples  to 
eat  the  Passover,  took  bread,  and  blessed,  and 
brake  it;  and  gave  to  the  disciples,  and  said, 
Take,  eat ;  this  is  my  body,  which  is  for  you : 
this  do  in  remembrance  of  me. 

In  like  manner  also  he  took  the  cup  after  sup- 
per and  gave  thanks,  and  gave  to  them,  saying, 
Drink  ye  all  of  it;  for  this  is  my  blood  of  the 
covenant,  which  is  shed  for  many  unto  remission 
of  sins :  this  do  in  remembrance  of  me. 

Wherefore,  brethren,  as  often  as  ye  eat  this

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bread,  and  drink  the  cup,  ye  proclaim  the  Lord's 
death  till  he  come.* 

After  the  recital  of  the  Institution  the  Minister  may- 
say: 

In  remembrance  of  our  blessed  Lord  and  of 
his  sacrifice  for  us,  we  take  the  bread  [here  let 
the  Minister  take  the  bread],  and  lift  up  our 
prayer;  saying, 

[Congregation  bows  or  kneels] 

Praise  be  unto  thee.  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  who  hast  given  unto  us  all  things,  and 
didst  in  the  fulness  of  time  send  thine  only-be- 
gotten Son  to  be  our  life  and  the  life  of  the 
world.  We  beseech  thee,  O  our  Father,  send 
thy  Holy  Spirit  to  sanctify  and  bless  unto  us 
this  bread,  that  it  may  become  the  body  of  Christ 
to  our  souls,  and  that  partaking  of  it  we  may 
feed  on  him  by  faith,  and  be  nourished  by  him 
in  love.  As  he  offered  himself  for  us,  we  con- 
secrate our  bodies  and  spirits  unto  thee,  entreat- 
ing thee  to  accept  the  sacrifice  we  make  of  our- 
selves and  all  things  committed  unto  us,  that  in 
them  we  may  serve  thee,  and  glorify  thy  name, 
through  Jesus  Christ,  our  risen  and  ascended 
Lord. 

Congregation:  Amen. 

Then  let  the  Minister  say: 
In  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  this  bread 
is  broken  [he^-e  let  the  Minister  break  the  bread], 
and  given  unto  you  [here  let  the  Minister  give 
the  bread  to  those  who  are  appointed  to  serve]. 
Take,  eat,  this  is  the  Lord's  body. 
Those  who  serve  receive  the  bread  from  the  hands  of 
the  Minister.    One  of  them,  usually  the  senior  dea- 
con, offers  the  bread  to  the  Minister,  and,  when  he

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has  partaken,  it  is  passed  to  all  who  will  com- 
mune. Then  the  bread  is  returned  into  the  hands 
of  the  Minister,  and  opportunity  may  be  given  for 
any  one  who  has  been  passed  by  in  the  distribu- 
tion to  signify  the  same  by  rising.  Then,  the  dea- 
cons being  seated,  the  Minister  gives  the  bread  to 
them  that  they  may  partake. 
When  all  have  partaken  of  the  bread,  let  the  Minister, 
having  poured  the  wine,  say: 

In  remembrance  of  our  Lord,  we  take  the  cup 
[here  let  him  take  the  cup],  and  give  thanks; 
saying, 

[Congregation  bows  or  kneels] 

We  bless  thee,  praise  thee,  and  give  thanks 
unto  thee,  O  our  Father,  for  this  fruit  of  the  vine, 
beseeching  thee  to  send  thy  Holy  Spirit  to  sanc- 
tify and  bless  it,  that  it  may  be  made  unto  our 
souls  the  blood  of  thy  Son  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 
Grant  unto  us  grace  that,  receiving  it  in  faith, 
we  may  be  partakers  of  his  life,  with  comfort 
and  joy  in  the  forgiveness  of  our  sins,  and  in 
the  purification  of  our  bodies  and  spirits  unto 
eternal  life.  And  we  entreat  that,  as  we  are  con- 
secrated tmto  thee,  thou  wilt  be  with  us  and  abide 
in  us,  through  our  only  Mediator  and  Sacrifice, 
Jesus  Christ. 

Congregation:  Amen. 

After  the  Prayer  let  the  Minister  say: 

In  the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  I  give 
you  this  cup  [here  let  him  gii'e  the  cup  to  those 
appointed  to  serve.]  Drink  ye  all  of  it.  This  is 
his  blood  of  the  covenant  which  is  shed  for  many 
unto  remission  of  sins. 

Those  who  serve  take  the  cup,  and  one  of  them  gives 
to  the  Minister  that  he  may  partake  of  it,  and  the 
cup  is  passed  to  all  who  will  commune.  Then  those 
who  serve  bring  the  cup  to  the  hands  of  the  Minis- 
ter, and  opportunity  may  be  given  to  any  who 
have  been  passed  by  in  the  distribution  of  the  cup 
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to  signify  the  same  by  rising.  At  the  close  of  the 
distribution,  the  Minister  brings  the  cup  to  those 
who  serve  that  they  may  partake:  after  which,  hav- 
ing returned  to  his  place,  let  him  say: 

Minister:  Let  us  pray. 

[Congregation  bows  or  kneels] 

Here  let  him  offer  such  Prayers  as  seem  to  him  suit- 
able at  the  Close  of  Communion,  or,  if  preferred, 
these  Prayers  following. 

We  give  thee  thanks,  O  Lord,  that  thou  hast 
suffered  us  to  partake  of  these  symbols  of  the 
broken  body  and  the  shed  blood  of  our  Saviour 
Jesus  Christ,  once  offered  for  us.  Vouchsafe 
unto  us  that  his  life  may  be  renewed  in  us  ;  rightly 
direct  our  going;  root  us  in  that  fear  of  thee 
which  is  love ;  make  us  share  in  the  resurrection 
of  thy  Son ;  and  in  him  may  we  be  counted 
worthy  of  thy  heavenly  kingdom. 

Congregation:  Amen. 

O  almighty  and  everlasting  God,  we  heartily 
beseech  thee  that  the  promise  which  thou  didst 
make  unto  the  fathers  thou  wilt  fulfill  luito  us, 
their  children,  that  the  kingdom  of  thy  dear  Son 
may  be  set  up  in  every  land,  and  that  the  dark- 
ness which  covers  the  people  being  removed, 
the  light  of  thy  glorious  gospel  may  shine  unto 
the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth ;  for  the  sake  of 
thy  dear  Son,  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.* 

Congregation:  Amen. 

Holy  Lord  God,  in  whom  all  thy  saints  do  find 
their  everlasting  rest,  to  this  commemoration  of 
our  Saviour  Jesus  Christ  we  add  thanksgiving 
for  our  fellowship  with  thy  redeemed  out  of  all 
^ges;  with  patriarchs,  prophets,  apostles,  mar- 
tyrs ;  the  general  assembly  and  church  of  the  first-

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born  who  are  enrolled  in  heaven;  the  spirits  of 
just  men  made  perfect :  and  we  beseech  thee  that, 
as  these  all  live  by  the  true  bread  which  thou 
givest,  and  of  which  if  a  man  eat  he  shall  live 
forever,  we  may  evermore  eat  thereof  unto 
eternal  life,  through  thy  dear  Son  our  Lord. 
Congregation:  Amen. 

Our  Father,  who  art  in  heaven,  hallowed  be 
thy  name.  Thy  kingdom  come.  Thy  will  be 
done  on  earth,  as  it  is  in  heaven.  Give  us  this 
day  our  daily  bread.  And  forgive  us  our  debts, 
as  we  forgive  our  debtors.  And  lead  us  not  into 
temptation;  but  deliver  us  from  evil:  for  thine 
is  the  kingdom,  and  the  power,  and  the  glory, 
for  ever.  Amen. 

After  the  Prayers  may  be  said  or  sung 

THE  NUNC  DIMITTIS 

with 

THE  GLORIA  PATRI, 
or  in  place  of  these 
THE  GLORIA  IN  EXCELSIS, 
or  some  other  Hymn  of  Praise  or  Triumph. 
After  singing  comes 
THE  BENEDICTION 
and 

SILENT  PRAYER, 
closing  with  an 
ORGAN  CHORD.

Note. — The  objection  sometimes  made  to  a  Hymn 
at  the  Opening  of  the  Service  is  well  founded,  un- 
less the  Hymn  be  of  the  character  here  indicated. 
If  it  is  limited  to  the  expression  of  desire  for  or 
satisfaction  in  approach  to  God,  no  opening  form 
can  be  more  appropriate. 

Each  Minister  may  conveniently  prepare  a  list  of 
the  numbers  of  such  Hymns  and  of  Hymns  of 
Praise  contained  in  the  Hymn  Book  used  in  his 
Church.
